Brief in Johnson Case

Document Holds That Pa:eaident of American League
Acted Illegally and Despotically—Ask That
. Mays Injunction Be Continued.

The fight of the oMclaln of the New
York Amerioan Bascball Club to oheck
the autocratic sway of Ban Johnson,
president of the leaguse, as exemplifed
In his suspension of Pltcher Carl Maya,
yesterday took the form of the filing of
a briet by the elub's uwttorneyp, in which
the acts of the chief of the American
Loague nre held up for close legal
scrutingy,

The brief asks that the preliminary
Injunction granted by Justice Luce on
August § last bo continued and refers
to the “high handed and despotic meth-
ods of Johnmon In his efforts to accom-
plish his dospotic and welfish p ”

It s argued In the brief that Ban

| Johnson served a personal motive in not

suspending Mays untll after he had baen
transferred by the Boston club to the
Now York club, sixteen diys after the
alleged offgnce for which Mr, Johnssn
then suspended him, Emphasis is lald
on Mr. Johnson's admisslon under ox-
umnination befors trial that there was
feoling between him and Harry H.
Frazee, president of the Boston club.
Latters were quoted to show that John-
N was exprossing fear that the offers
which wers belng made In July, 1018, for
the Boston club might not sucosnd In
Eolting My, Frazee out becauss “Frases
is asking such a ridiculous price.”

A Trap for Frazees.

The brietf further points out that Mr.
Johnson's course am to Mays was well
calculated te trap the Hoston club by
Injuring Ita property and standing and
thus compeliing & reduction of thls
“ridiculous price” so that the offers then
being made for a tranafer of ocontrol
might stand a better chance of success.

23.—Ton yaars
ago the Detroit Tigers and Pitteburg
Pirates played a world's series, the
Plrates winming the declding game on
Navin Fleld, To-day these same teams
staged another battle, and the visitors
put eight runners over the plate while
the Tigers went scoreless, “Babe" Adams,
who defeated the Tigers In three of thelr
world eerles gnmos, pitched the Arst In-
ning, and then gave way to Wisner, who
finished the game. X

Agalnst Adama Jennings sent In Fred
[krie, & newcomer to the Tigers, [resh

#on had a personal motlve in that he was
hoavily interested financially in the
Cleveland club which was sdmittedly
negotinting for Maya during the time
when Mr, Johnson had taken no wetion;
and that he took no actlon until it be-
ciume evident that not the Cleveland
club but s clgsest competitor in the
ruce hud miccended In getting Mays,

As further evidence of what the brief
oharacteriges as Ban Johnson's devious
and underhand methods, references Ia
made to the fact that on July 28, 1918,
he sent ciroular letters to the varlous
club owners (other than to Mr, Frazee)
stating to ench club that the othér clubs
wera protesting agninst any club nego-
tinting for Mays, when, it ls claimed,
stich protest had not been made. It is
argued that the object of thess letters
wins o Induce the various clubs to pre-
Judge the Mays incldent and to enter
Into an agreement whlch would prevent
the Boston club from selllng his con-
tract,

In all these letters the brief points
aut that Johnson spoke as If It were an
estnbllghed fact that Mays had de-
serted the Boston club, whereas three
days later, when It became evident that
he waa not recelving the desired pro-

brand stating, "1 have never lenrned the
story leading up to the dessrtlon of the
Red Sox by Carl Maya" and nasked
Hildebrand to see If ho could “learn the
facts” from some of the Hoston players
and particularly to ascertaln whether
Manager Rarrow was not responsible
for Mays's condurt and the failure of
the Homton «lub to suspend him. The
brief denounces this use of umplres for
the purpoge of ¢nabling the prealdent of
the leagie to Intrigue behind the backs
of the munagers and owners of teamu.

Johnson Lacked Power to Saspend,

The firet legal polnt made in the brlef
In that under the constitution of the
American Lefigue the president had no
power, after the Boston club had de-
termindd that Mays had not been guilty
of desertlon or breach of contract with
Iit, to reverse Its action and to discipline
Mays for such an alleged offence, par=
tionlarly as it had not been committed
upon the ball feld. The brief pPoints
out that under examination before trial
Mr. Johnson had sdmitted that as to
the offence for which he had suspended
Mays, primary Jurisdiction had devolved
upon the Bowton club, and that ne sction
was poseible untl), upon making the
tranafer to New York, the Boston club
decided in the player's favor. Tha hrief
argues that the only bedy that could sit
In judgment upon the declalon of the
Boston club was the league's board of
directors,

The brief refers to the portrayal of
Mr. Johnson, made by Mr. Baldwin, his
ogunsel, upon the argument, “as a sort
of superumpire, whose police power, ex-
tending far bevond the horiron of the
baszeball fleld, comprehended the whole
planetary aystem of the elght cluba’
and the brief says:

A Basebnll Behemoth.
